ongratojlations on the completion of 
your gre»t work. The American peo- 
ple will be «ver proud of what you 
did as their representative lor the 
peace of the world." 


The state department issued this 


official statement on the special ar- 
rai.gements lor sending tho news of 
the signing of the peace treaty to 
Washington: 


"The first news of the slRnlns of 


(ho ej-uuteat Ql all peace 


flashed to the United States today 
over a special government circuit be- 
tween Versailles and 
Washington. 


Over this wire of approximately 3,- 
000 miles of ocean cable and land 
telegraph, set up for almost instan- 
taneous transmission came to the de- 
partment the first outline of the pro- 
ceedings of the day, with London, 
New Foundland and New York, the 
only points on the long stretch of 
line. 


"This special service direct to th« 


department from the Chateau at eVr- 
sailles was arranged at the instance 


ot the American mission to the peace 
conference and carried out under the 
direction of the acting secretary ot 
state, Mr. Frank L. Pork, who has 
has just been confirmed as the un- 
der-secretary of state, the assistant 
secretary of state, Mr. William Phil- 
lips, as acting secretary of etate, to- 
day in the absence of Mr. Polk, per- 
sonally watched the opening of the 
circuit and tho transmission of the 
first messages.
